Two Brooklyn war photographers killed

Two acclaimed Brooklyn-based pho- 
tojournalists were killed on Wednesday 
doing their jobs in war-torn Libya. 

Williamsburg-resident Tim Hether- 
ington, whose Afghanistan documen- 


tary “Restrepo” was nominated for an 
Oscar this year, was on assignment in 
rebel-held Misruta when he was caught 
in a hail of shells launched by forces 
loyal to Libyan strongman Muammar 
Qaddafi. 

He died within a few hours. 


His colleague Chris Hondros, who 
worked out of a studio on Varick Street 
near Nassau Avenue in Greenpoint, 
lapsed into a coma after being hit by 
the shells and was pronounced dead 
several hours later, according to the 
New York Times. 


The new evidence of the horrify- 
ing cost of war stunned many in the 
borough that the two world travelers 
called home. 

“We worked with him for a long time, 
so this is such a big loss for us,” said 
Nan Richardson, publisher of Umbrage 
Editions, the DUMBO company that put 
out Hetherington’s photography book,

Choppers banned from

The city has banned tour- 
ist helicopters over Red Hook, 
amending a controversial flight 
plan that diverted choppers to 
the forsaken neighborhood to 
appease residents in tonier Brook- 
lyn Heights and DUMBO. 


Choppers will now be allowed 
to fly only over the Buttermilk 
Channel — the body of water 
between Red Hook and Gover- 
nors Island — and not over the 
long-put-upon peninsula. 

“The city takes the complaints 
of Red Hook residents seriously,” 
said Julie Wood, a spokeswoman 


for the Economic Development 
Corporation, which oversees he- 
licopter traffic. 

The agency promised not 
only the new route, but a “strict 
enforcement system,” Wood 
added. 

The move comes three months 
after residents blasted the city for 


allowing the skies over Red Hook 
to become a whirlybird Wild 
West, collateral damage from 
the 2009 closure of a heliport 
on Manhattan’s West Side. 

The shuttering shunted more 
air traffic to a location near the 
South Street Seaport, filling the 
skies over DUMBO and Brooklyn

Heights with choppers. Residents 
in those neighborhoods urged an 
amended flight plan — and got 
one last April. 

But then complaints started to 
fly in from officials at Governors 
Island — which is devoid of res- 
idents, but home to a school and 
other cultural attractions. The re- 


sult? Choppers were flying closer 
to mainland Red Hook. 

And then the Department of 
Homeland Security mistakenly 
told the city that there was a se- 
curity issue with the choppers 
flying over the cruise terminal 
at Pier 12 along the waterfront,

The action, while stun- 
ning from a historical per- 
spective, was expected after the Jap- 
anese jawbreaker’s refusal to sign a 
contract with the league last year, say- 
ing he wanted to be free to compete in 
non-league events.

The Brooklyn Paper is 
cheesy, meaty, juicy and ul- 
timately perfectly balance. 
And the newspaper isn’t bad, 
either. 

Papa Pasquale’s Ravioli 
Co. on 15th Avenue in Ben- 
sonhurst has created a tor- 
pedo-shaped doppelganger 
of this newspaper — a be- 
hemoth submarine sandwich 
piled high with prosciutto, 
smoked mozzarella, sundried 
tomatoes and marinated ar- 
tichokes. 

It’s heck of a deal at $8. 

“Like Brooklyn, it’s made 
up of only the best,” said 
owner Pasquale Lorina. 

We knew if anyone could 
represent us in tasty sand- 
wich form, it would be this 
80-year-old neighborhood 
standby. 

Papa Pasquale’s may 
have gotten more press for 


its eponymous line of ravi- 
oli — named best in the city 
by Zagat — but locals know 
the mom-and-pop shop is a 
real contender in the over- 
stuffed hoagie arena, boast- 
ing an extensive menu of he- 
roes named after Brooklyn 


neighborhoods. 

“The sandwiches really 
add to the nostalgic, old 
time Brooklyn feel of the 
store,” said Lorina. “It’s es- 
pecially nice when people 
who’ve moved away get to 
see their old neighborhood 


on the board.” 

And whether you hail from 
Park Slope or Borough Park, 
Greenpoint or Gravesend, 
you can be sure your name- 
sake sub will come stuffed 
to the gills with a variety of 
quality cheeses, veggies and 
cold cuts. 

Anything that isn’t im- 
ported from Italy is made 
£ in-house, like the roast beef 
^ that goes, along with fresh 
$ mozzarella and tomatoes, 
into the “15th Avenue Spe- 
| cial,” (unsurprisingly, a best 
seller around these parts, next 
to, of course, the Brooklyn 
Paper sandwich). The meat 
is obtained from an 80 -year- 
old butcher shop down the 
block. 

And then there’s the certi- 
fied kosher pastrami — from 
the same provider as Katz’s 
and the Second Avenue Deli, 
Lorina said. 

That pastrami is the star 


player in the in-your-face 
“Canarsie,” layered with 
melted American cheese, 
mustard, and pickles. 

Seafarers from Red Hook 
are represented with Ital- 
ian tuna topped with pure 
olive oil, tomatoes and on- 
ions, Dyker Heights is an old- 
school eggplant parmigiana, 
and Coney Islanders get paid 
a vaguely trashy (yet highly 
enjoyable) tribute, with a 
gut-busting combo of bo- 
logna, ham, salami, Amer- 
ican cheese, lettuce, toma- 
toes and mayo. 

Still, nothing beats a copy 
of The Brooklyn Paper with 
a mouthful of the Brooklyn 
Paper.

Green thieves 

Stealing from Narrows 
Botanical Garden

Thieves stole thousands of dollars worth of rare plant- 
ers and exotic plants from the beleaguered Narrows Bo- 
tanical Garden last week — the latest attack on the all- 
volunteer green oasis along Shore Road. 

Cops said that the burglars broke in sometime after 
the garden, which is at 69th Street, closed for the night 
on Thursday, April 21 . When workers showed up on Fri- 
day morning, they discovered that two sheds had been 
broken into and $2,090 in terra cotta planters, Hinoki 
and Boxwood shrubs, a $3,000 bonzai tree, Evergreen 
trees and other valuable plants had been taken. 

All of the material had been donated, which doubled 
the feeling of violation. 

“We’re just so disgusted over this,” said Jimmy John- 
son, the garden landscaper. “I can’t believe someone 
would do this to a volunteer effort.” 

Johnson added that the stolen shrubbery represented 
the most expensive plants in the garden, which led him 
to believe that the thieves have a green thumb. 

“Whoever did this knew what he was doing,” said 
Johnson. 

It is unclear if there is any connection between this 
crime and a spate of other mysterious incidents at the 
garden. Earlier last week, Johnson found some vegeta- 
bles and herbs stolen from one of the sheds. And last 
month, Parks Department workers broke into the gar- 
den after getting a false tip that chickens were being il- 
legally kept in a coop there. That incident was linked to 
a disgruntled neighbor. 

“There is only so much I can take,” said Johnson. 
“First the chicken incident and now this — we’re just 
so vulnerable here.”

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Kevin Mooney is dead 

Owner of Park Slope and Bay Ridge bars was 76

Kevin Mooney, the mag- 
netic owner of a legendary old 
man bar in Park Slope, died 
last Monday after a five-year 
cancer battle. He was 76. 

His long-standingMooney’s 
Pub was a rare hub of diver- 
sity — but also a reminder that 
before the stroller moms, soc- 
cer dads and other gentrifi- 
ers, Park Slope was a predomi- 
nently Irish neighborhood. 

Mooney was a dirt poor 
immigrant when he settled 
in Brooklyn in 1957 with just 
$20 in his pocket. But he had 
something more than money, 
said old friend John Beaty: 
“He could charm the day- 
lights out of anybody.” 

“He kept the entire bar 
laughing with his stories,” 
said Beaty. “His hands were 
the size of a first baseman’s 
glove — and he used them; he 
had incredible work ethic.” 
Mooney was born in the 
blink-and-miss-it town of 
Woodford, County Galway, 
Ireland and was eager to see 
the world. After moving to the 
United States, he joined the 



Army. After serving his new 
country, he and his brother 
Michael opened Mooney’s on 
Seventh Avenue in 1969. 

The twosome then opened 
a second bar on Flatbush Av- 
enue, where a neon green clo- 
ver sign flickered in the win- 
dow and Patsy Cline crooned 
on the jukebox inside. 

A rent spike in 2008 en- 
couraged the aging Mooney to 
close the neighborhood insti- 
tution. (The family still owns 
a bar with the same name in 


Bay Ridge.) 

“He was a friendly, open 
person,” said Tom Gilbert, 
whose softball league has held 
its annual “Winter Meeting” at 
the watering hole for two de- 
cades. “He was welcoming to 
strangers even when the neigh- 
borhood was rough.” 

One of those strangers hap- 
pened to be “Before the Devil 
Knows You’re Dead” screen- 
writer Kelly Masterson, who 
named a bar in the film after 
the establishment.

Mooney was a man of many 
interests: He once studied 
psychotherapy, was an avid 
sports fan and attended Holy 
Rosary R.C. Church, South 
Beach in Staten Island, where 
he lived.

Sunday Best is back where 
it belongs!

“Mister Saturday Night” — 
brought weekend dance par- 
ties to Gowanus three years 
ago, but the party closed 
down when its organizers 
had trouble securing a li- 
quor license for the space, 
forcing a move to Brooklyn 
Fireproof East. 

But this time it’s here to 
stay — and there’ll even be 
a few food vendors from the 
Brooklyn Flea, such as the 
smoked meat geniuses from 
Mile End and boozesmiths 
from Botanica.

on Manhattan Avenue, said 
that the parish would have to 
raise more than $20,000 to fix 
the original system, but only 
half that amount to replace the 
sonorous clanging of actual 
bells with a recording. 

The digital ding-dong is 
emerging as the most likely 
scenario because the Dio- 
cese of Brooklyn has said it 
is unable to lend any money 
for the repair. 

“The Diocese won’t pay 
for them,” said Czok. “It’s not 
considered an emergency, and 
even in an emergency situa- 
tion. we’d have to raise our 
own funds.” 

The three Westminster 
bells at St. Anthony’s, which 
were installed in 1895, weigh 
8,000 pounds total. The church 
doesn’t employ an on-duty 
chimesmaster anymore, in- 
stead relying on an automatic 
striking system. But that sys- 
tem was shut down last month 
after Czok noticed that the 
striker had deteriorated. 

The cheapest replacement 
option is the digital system 
that would provide an im- 
pressive range of hymnol- 
ogy for only $10,000. 

The next cheapest op- 
tion, at $19,000, is fixing 
the striker while keeping 
the bell stationary. 

The most expensive op- 
tion, $25,000, is to allow

the bells to swing in the 
belfry, but Czok is worried 
that the 165 -year-old church 
tower could collapse from the 
bells’ momentum. 

Without the periodic gong- 
ing, longtime residents are 
sad. 

“I grew up with those 
bells, they’re very impor- 
tant,” said 81-year-old Vir- 
ginia Sheehan. “When I wake 
up, I don’t have to bother 
looking at a clock, I know 
what time it is.” 


Czok said that the church’s 
first fundraiser would be the 
annual raffle at the Feast of 
St. Padua on June 13. 

And two neighborhood 
blogs, New York Shitty and 
Brooklyn 11211, are launch- 
ing a Chipin fundraising 
campaign. 

Greenpoint resident Te- 
resa Toro said she can’t wait 
to contribute. 

“Their sound of those 
bells has contributed to the 
neighborhood’s texture and 
warmth and it’s always been 
a constant, comforting pres- 
ence,” said Toro. “Everyone 
I’ve spoken to feels the same 
way whether they’ve lived 
in Greenpoint for 40 min- 
utes or 40 years. 

Czok says that many 
Greenpoint residents, even 
those outside the parish, have 
approached him about help- 
ing restore the bells to their 
former glory. 

“It’s part of the audi- 
ble survey of the neighbor- 
hood, a subliminal reminder 
that there’s something bigger 
than us and all our problems 
— a reminder that there is a 
God,” said Czok. 

The church has been a bea- 
con for immigrant, working- 
class Irish and Polish Catholic 
families since it was built in 
1856 — and today it remains 
the only church in Greenpoint 
that offers a Spanish mass for 
the neighborhood’s burgeon- 
ing Latino population. 

But perhaps it is best 
known as the halfway mark 
in the New York City Mara- 
thon, offering one of the best 
photo -ops of the race.

Aging cheese in Brooklyn

Red Hook is about to be- 
come the center of the cheese- 
eating world. 

Saxelby Cheesemonger 
— which operates out of a 
tiny stand in the Essex Street 
Market in Manhattan — has 
just built a cheese-aging fa- 
cility on Imlay Street, a tem- 
perature-, ventilation-, and 
humidity-controlled walk-in 
“cave” that is nothing short 
of a game-changer for the 
specialty dairy seller. 

“We really needed a space 
to store our cheeses and con- 
duct our wholesale business, 
and this was perfect,” said 
co-owner Benoit Breal. “It’s 
close to where [co-owner] 
Anne Saxelby and I live in 
Carroll Gardens and Cobble 
Hill, so we get to walk to 
work in the morning.” 

Saxelby’s has long been 
a big cheese in the artisan 
food world, acting as a bridge 
between farmers and con- 
sumers to bring high qual- 
ity farmstead products to the 
city, but its growing popu- 
larity with the local foodie 
elite and increased restau- 
rant demand necessitated the 
Brooklyn expansion. 

In just a few months, 
Saxelby Cheesemongers has

more than doubled its distribu- 
tion to Brooklyn restaurants — 
providing to such quality spots 
as Applewood, Benchmark, 
iCi, Diner, and Local 61. 

“We’re especially excited 
about a new partnership with 
our friends from Salvatore 
Bklyn,” said Breal. “We’re act- 
ing as the exclusive distribu- 
tor of their ricotta, so they can 
concentrate solely on creating 


their wonderful product.” 

As of now, the ricotta is 
the only Saxelby’s cheese that 
can be found in stores, such 
as Bklyn Larder in Park Slope 
and Green Grape Provisions 
in Fort Greene. 

“We hope to branch out into 
retail eventually,” said Breal, 
a Frenchman who was forced 
to admit that his new climate- 
controlled fridge is better than 
the musty, stone-walled caves 
of his homeland. “There are 
just so many projects we need 
to work on first.” 

So for now, at least, Fair- 
way is breathing easy. 
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Fix is in on Norman Ave. 

State workers start a chemical clean-up at contaminated site

A toxic factory on Nor- 
man Avenue is getting its 
own scrubbing, 

State workers have be- 
gun a multi-year clean-up 
at the former dry cleaning 
plant, where plumes of gas 
were found underground four 
years ago. 

The chemicals are widely 
known to be carcinogenic, but 
state health and environmental 
officials insist that neither the 
soil gas nor its clean-up poses 
a risk to residents’ health. 

“Neighbors may have no- 
ticed [workers] installing 
wells and collecting sam- 


ples, but there are no ef- 
fects on the neighborhood 
as a result,” said state en- 
vironmental spokeswoman 
Lori Severino. 

Once owned by the Spic 
and Span Cleaners and Dy- 
ers, the property is now oc- 
cupied by a warehouse and 
a woodworking shop, and is 
adjacent to several blocks of 
houses from Kingsland Ave- 
nue to Monitor Street. 

The state pinpointed four 
sites in northeast Greenpoint 
as the source of contamina- 
tion after workers discovered 
high concentrations of the 
chemical tetrachloroethene 
in both the soil and ground- 


water in several places in the 
neighborhood. 

State officials tracked the 
chemicals back to the dry 
cleaning factory, which 
used such toxins to steril- 
ize clothes. 

Later, state contractors 
drilled test wells on Norman 
Avenue, Kingsland Avenue 
and Monitor Street, and of- 
fered indoor air testing to 
area homes. 

In January, 2009, the De- 
partment of Environmental 
Conservation declared the 
property a state Superfund 
site, allowing the state to seek 
funds from the polluters for 
the clean-up. 


That’s good news to resi- 
dents of Greenpoint, where 
toxic chemicals lurk under- 
ground. 

“Cancer-causing chem- 
icals have no place in the 
ground around our homes 
and community,” said en- 


vironmental activist Mi- 
chael Schade, who hailed 
the clean-up. 

For the next 18 to 24 
months, contractors will col- 
lect samples, the first step 
before the agency can pro- 
pose a remedy.

Three butter queens now sit 
on the cupcake throne of Park 
Slope. 

A trio of fro sting- slinging gals 
just launched Butter Lane, a cup- 
cake bakery that takes over the 
Seventh Avenue storefront of Park 
Slope’s now-dethroned King of 
Cupcakes. 

The pop-up shop is in the midst 
of a two -week “trial period” in the 
wake of a bitter blowout between 


the former buttercream peddlers 
and Ricky’s NYC, the costume 
and cosmetics company that con- 
trols the lease and, for some rea- 
son, really wants a cupcake shop 
to work at that location. 

Butter Lane co-owner Maria 
Baugh is up for the challenge, 
explaining that she and her co- 
owners have a unique concept — 
a “cupcake for adults.” 

“We’re cutting down on the 
sugar and increasing the flavor,” 
she said. “These aren’t cupcakes 


with wacky colors that will make 
your teeth hurt.” 

Customers choose from three 
flavors of cakes — chocolate, va- 
nilla and banana — along with 
more than 20 frostings, includ- 
ing chocolate mint, maple and 
blueberry for $3 each. 

“We use real fruit — no dies 
or preservatives,” said Emilio 
Tostado, whose greatest-ever job 
title is actually, “Power leer.” 
The shop is set-up differently 
than King of Cupcakes, which 


closed down a month ago, claim- 
ing that Ricky’s NYC failed to 
promote the bakery. 

If reviews of Butter Lane’s 
flagship store are any indica- 
tion, it won’t have the same prob- 
lems. Online comments are hail- 
ing the cupcakes — from Butter 
Lane’s Manhattan location — as 
“my favorite” and “insane.” (In 
a good way.) 

Special treats include the salted 
caramel cupcake, which is topped 
with popcorn kernels; and a pea- 


nut butter-banana medley dubbed, 
predictably, “The Elvis.” 

Butter Lane also sells Stump - 
town Coffee, cupcakes by the 
dozen and is adorned with white, 
1970s-style chairs. 

“We’re excited to give it a 
shot,” said operations manager 
Marco Lopez.

“Kobayashi actively re- 
moved himself from the 
world of professional eat- 
ing and as a result, we must 
make room for those who 
will continue to engage in 
professional eating,” Shea 
said.

able $698. 

And he’s now preparing to 
play in regional tournaments 
that could lead to a seat at the 
World Series of Poker this 
summer, where top players 
from around the globe com- 
pete for millions of dollars 
in prize money. 

For now, Hammerman’s 
winnings — his biggest take 
was $2,800, at another tour- 
nament at the Borgata — are 
helping to bolster his annual 
$100,000 salary. 

“I absolutely think this is a 
good way to supplement my 
salary,” he said. “I am play- 
ing for my next career.” 

The Midwood-native, who 
now lives in Park Slope, has 
been district manager for 
the past 18 years, earning a 
reputation for being mild- 
mannered, and somewhat 
quirky — he’s a huge Star 
Trek fan. 

But just because you know 
him doesn’t mean you know 
him. 

“You can’t read him, 
which I think is good,” said 
Tom Miskel, a longtime 
board member. “He’s good 
at reading cards around the 
table — which he’s had to 
do around the negotiating ta- 
ble with politicians and city 
officials to get things done. 
He has to play things close 
to the vest.” 

Hammerman caught the 
poker bug at a young age, 
watching both sets of grand- 
parents play pinochle or ca- 
nasta. 

“They used to take me to 
the Brighton Beach Baths and 
sometimes they would never 
see any sun — they’d be sit- 
ting under an umbrella all 
day playing cards,” he re- 
called. 

He’s been playing a house 
game “for literally nickels 
and dimes” since 1994, but 
only began to play seriously 
over the last decade, encour- 
aged by the meteoric rise of 
Internet poker and coverage 
of the World Series of Poker 
on national television. 

“Craig has a really good 
sense of the cards,” said Phil 
Leshinsky, a retired trans- 
portation consultant who 


has been playing poker with 
Hammerman for 10 years. 
“He has a really good poker 
demeanor — very steady.” 

Modern poker evolved 
over 10 centuries from a va- 
riety of games — all involv- 
ing the basic principals of 
ranked card or domino com- 
binations and “bluffing” to 
snooker opponents, accord- 
ing to poker.com. To excel at 
any of the game’s variations, 
experts say players must syn- 
thesize strong mathematical 
skills, discipline, psychology, 
and a sense of risk vs. re- 
ward. 

Hammerman, who has 
failed in two bids for the 
City Council, thinks he has 
what it takes. 

“It involves all the things I 
like: math, statistics and hu- 
man behavior,” he said. 

And his vanquished oppo- 
nents attest to his skills. 

“He cleaned my clock at 
a charity poker event for the 
Cobble Hill Health Center 
last year,” said Councilman 
Brad Lander (D-Park Slope), 
who recalled Hammerman’s 
stoic “poker face,” and “ded- 
ication to the task at hand.” 

As a player, he’s controlled 
— just like “The Matrix” 
character played by Lau- 
rence Fishburne referenced 
in his nickname. 

“A dealer once said that 
the way I was sitting looked 
‘just like Morpheus,’ ” said 
Hammerman, who uses the 
name as an identity on on- 
line poker sites. 

City rules don’t prohibit 
Hammerman’s participation 
in tournaments, provided he 
does so on his own time. 

And he certainly doesn’t 
hide his passion. 

Keen-eyed visitors to his 
office on Baltic Street near 
Court Street will notice 
stacks of poker chips from 
casinos he’s visited — from 
Las Vegas (where his favor- 
ite casino is the Bellagio) to 
the Caribbean. 

And he always keeps a 
deck of cards at the ready 
inside his trademark back- 
pack. 

“You never know when 
a game will break out,” he 
said. 
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New bar war comes to Slope 


Locals protest another sports tavern near arena 



Neighbors are fighting a plan to build a sports bar 
inside a former furniture warehouse directly across 
the street from the rising Barclays Center.

Park Slope residents 
are rallying against an- 
other new sports bar that 
that will open next to the 
Barclays Center. 

A fiery group of neigh- 
bors stormed a Community 
Board 6 meeting on Mon- 
day night to rage against the 
proposed “Players Gastro- 
pub and Sports Bar,” which 
seeks to serve alcohol un- 
til 4 am across the street 
from the rising arena on 
Pacific Street at Flatbush 
Avenue. 

It would be the closest 
drinking establishment to 
a venue that is expected to 
draw 19,000 sports fans per 
night. 

“I don’t want fans com- 


ing out and pissing on our 
neighborhood,” said Jon 
Crow, a longtime advo- 
cate of nightlife limits in 
Park Slope. “People looking 
to drink until three or four 
in the morning are already 
three sheets to the wind.” 

Residents of the once- 
hardscabble, “Fortress of 
Solitude”-esque block said 
they don’t want to go back 
to the bad old days.

Grand jury frees Ft. Ham 'Columbine' teacher

A troubled art teacher arrested 
for threatening to shoot up Fort 
Hamilton HS has been cleared of 
the crime — but she won’t be teach- 
ing class there anytime soon. 

All criminal charges against 
Sabrina Milo, 34, were dropped 
on April 15 after a grand jury re- 
fused to indict her. 


“The grand jurors had the cour- 
age to say that the facts did not 
support a criminal charge,” Mi- 
lo’s lawyer, Andrew Stoll, said in 
a statement on Wednesday. 

Police arrested Milo on April 1 
for after she was overheard threat- 
ening to smuggle a machine gun 
under a trench coat — a direct 
reference to the 1999 Columbine 
High School massacre — and “set- 
tle some scores.” 


“It will be Columbine all over 
again,” she allegedly told a hand- 
ful of co-workers inside the school’s 
teacher’s lounge. Witnesses said 
Milo was sobbing atthe time, leading 
them to believe she was serious. 

Milo was charged with making 
terrorist threats — and was facing 
five years in prison if convicted. 
But a grand jury found insuffi- 
cient evidence to allow the case 
to proceed. 


Milo, who has taught at Fort 
Hamilton HS for a decade, tes- 
tified for 40 minutes during last 
week’s grandjury proceedings, tell- 
ing jury members she never in- 
tended to make good on her so- 
called threats. Milo also called in 
plenty of character witnesses — 
friends, fellow teachers and Fort 
Hamilton students — who called 
her a kind-hearted “free spirit” that 
wouldn’t hurt a soul. 

But the Department of Educa- 
tion isn’t sold on that assesment. 

The criminal charges may have 
been dropped, but Milo remains 
barred from even entering Fort 
Hamilton HS until a disciplinary 
hearing. She’s currently assigned to 
the administration office of another 


school, an Education Department 
spokeswoman explained. 

Stoll demanded that the Depart- 
ment of Education take the dis- 
missal of the case into consid- 
eration and “return this highly 
regarded teacher to the classroom, 
where she belongs.” 

Fort Hamilton HS students 
agreed that their teacher serves 
them better in the classroom than 
in the rubber room. 

“We knew all along that [Milo] 
wasn’t serious about what she said,” 
saidNancy Ta, who graduated from 
Fort Hamilton HS in 2007. “Now 
she can continue doing great things 
to help students with promising 
futures.”

added fee — or be a part of an 
estate sale. Mailer’s hundreds 
of books alone are worth a 
small fortune. 

“The library is something 
we are probably going to sell

of his father’s works. 

It’s unclear what else in 
the home — a teak-roofed 
ship’s bridge with stagger- 
ing view of the Manhattan 
skyline — the Mailer siblings 
will covet.

“I’d take a lot of this 
stuff, but I just don’t have 
the space,” Matthew Mailer 
said. “It’s not practical, but 
I wish I could store it all in 
a time capsule.” 

Mailer said the items in 
the house have yet to be ap- 
praised. 

“For someone who was 
a fan, you can’t really put 
a price tag on them,” he 
added. 

The home includes multi- 
level loft spaces, designed by 
Mailer to resemble a ship’s 
galleys. 

“It’s a great party pad,” 
the son said.

owner of the Complete Trav- 
eller Antiquarian Book Store 
in Manhattan. 

Autographed, first-edition 
Mailers are another story. 

The most expensive Mailer 
on eBay is a signed, first-edi- 
tion copy of “The Execution- 
er’s Song,” with a price tag 
of $1,500. 

But the Mailer clan may 
face stiff headwinds, as the 
Great Recession has pro- 
duced a sustained buyer’s 
market for collectibles. 

“At the moment, every- 
one is selling, and no one is 
buying,” said Rachel Leibo- 
wicz, owner of Circa An- 
tiques on Atlantic Avenue 
near Bond Street. “People 
are downsizing, and every- 
one has his mother’s or fa- 
ther’s things.” 

True, but not everyone’s 
father was one of the most 
acclaimed writers of the 20th 
century. Mailer wrote more 
than 40 books, including 1 1 
mega-novels, and is consid- 
ered one of the originators 
of “New Journalism,” a non- 
fiction style that elevates re- 
portage into an art form. He 
chronicled celebrities — and 
was one himself. 

He was also controver- 
sial, stabbing his second 
wife Adele Morales with a 
penknife in 1960 and nearly 
killing her. Mailer died in 
2007 at the age of 84. 

“If you’re famous enough, 
part of the value is that alone,” 
Leibowicz said. “But I’m 
not sure how many young 
folks know about Mailer. I 
remember ‘Armies of the 
Night’ when I was in col- 
lege — but that was a long 
time ago.” 

Or, as Kurt Vonnegut 
might say, so it goes. 

Norman Mailer's house

“Long Story Bit By Bit: Li- 
beria Retold” in 2009. “He 
took part in our photo festi- 
val last year and his piece, 
‘Sweeping Soldiers’ was the 
most powerful work in the 
festival.” 

Hetherington lived be- 
tween S. 1 1th Street and Di- 
vision Avenue, but most of 
his work focused on interna- 
tional subjects. ButHondros, 
a senior correspondent for 
Getty images who has photo- 
graphed some of the world’s 
worst conflicts in the past 20 
years, often documented his 
home borough. 

“I’ve seen him around a 
lot,” said Mark Zustovich, 
spokesman for Borough Pres- 
ident Markowitz. “He photo- 
graphed our World AIDS Day 
event last year. He covered 
the opening of the Long Is- 
land Rail Road Terminal.” 

Hondros, 41, was born in 
New York, but grew up in 
North Carolina. He covered 
wars in more than a dozen 
countries from Kosovo to 
Iraq, and was nominated for 
a Pulitzer Prize in 2004. 

The Britain-born Hether- 
ington, 40, was one of the 
best-known photojoumalists 
on the planet. He’s racked up 
awards, including the Grand 
Jury Award at the 2010 Sun- 
dance Film Festival for “Re- 
strepo,” and was a Pulitzer 
finalist, like Hondros. 

To honor the fallen docu- 
mentarians, Markowitz low- 
ered the city flag atop Bor- 
ough Hall. Other deceased 
residents who have been 
honored with a Borough 
Hall flag-lowering include 
Brooklyn Dodgers legend 
Duke Snider in February 
and former Deputy Borough 
President Jeannette Gadson 
in 2007. 

“Brooklyn extends its deep- 
est condolences to the family, 
friends and colleagues,” said 
Markowitz in a written state- 
ment. “These two men were 
doing what they did best — 
reporting to the world about 
the horrors of war.”

The Brooklyn Paper’s essential guide to the Borough of Kings 
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Park Slope sniper’s nest is actually an art exhibit

Y our eyes aren’t deceiving you — among 
the brownstones of Park Slope, you 
can find a bona fide bunker. 

On the sidewalk of President Street near 
Fifth Avenue sit neat stacks of olive burlap 
sandbags, an empty window carvedout where 
an M60 would be right at home. 

It’s no Vietnam war memorial or un- 
conventional yard decoration, but part of 
a new exhibition at Prophecies Gallery 
opening on April 30 featuring artwork 
by veterans. 

Gallery owner Lenny Goodstein spent 
12 hours building the bunker with some 
of the featured artists as a way to draw 
people in to his new show. 

“It’s not just a fun thing, it’s a politi- 
cal statement,” said Goodstein, a Vietnam 
veteran who lives a few blocks from the 
gallery. “I’ve met too many homeless vets 
recently, and I’m not too happy about it. 
The Veterans Administration is not help- 
ing these guys.” 

The bunker certainly draws attention — 
spend a few minutes inside it, and you’re 
likely to see people taking photos or pop- 
ping their heads in to get a closer look. 

“I love it,” said Ralph, a Park Slope res- 
ident who was strolling by after a recent 
lunch who declined to have his last name 
printed. “I can only imagine what [the sol- 
diers] must have gone through.” 

Ultimately, though, the bunker’s meant to 
draw you into the gallery, where you’re first 
greeted by a window installation featuring 
the artifacts of war — helmets from World 
War I, II and Vietnam, a Green Beretuniform 
and a sculpture of a B-52 bomber. 

Inside, the walls of the gallery barely 
show any white, covered with a variety of 
pieces, from oils to needlepoint to sculp- 
ture to photography — some of it abstract, 
but most of it related to the artist’s expe- 
rience, such as Domingo Vega’s colorful 
paintings of battlefields to Tony Velez’s 
black-and-white photographs of Vietnam 
War protesters. 

“All of it is gut work,” said Goodstein.

“It’s all done from emotion.” 

Many of the 23 artists, a group that in- 
cludes male and female veterans who have 
served in wars from Vietnam up until the 
present day, are from Brooklyn and the 
outlying boroughs. Goodstein has received 
mailed-in submissions from veterans in 
Kansas, South Carolina and Virginia once 


word spread about the show, though the 
gallery is only a little bit bigger than the 
size of an apartment lobby. 

Proceeds from the sale of the artwork 
will go to the Veterans Quality of Life/Ac- 
cess Network, which helps homeless veter- 
ans find shelter and receive benefits — fur- 
ther driving Goodstein’s cause home. 


“It feels really good to do that,” said 
Goodstein. “Some of these guys are still 
suffering.”

Boro's oldest bowling alley may close

The owner of Brooklyn’s 
largest bowling alley is pav- 
ing the way for its demoli- 
tion by trying to convince 
the city to allow apartments 
and a synagogue to be built 
where it stands. 

The owner of Maple 
Lanes, a kingpin’s haven 
for more than 50 years in 
Bensonhurst, applied in Au- 
gust to rezone his property 
to allow a seven- story build- 
ing and a shul, according 
to the Department of City 
Planning. 

Building owner John 
LaSpina, whose father Pe- 
ter opened Maple Lanes in 
1960, told the New York 
Times that he sought the 
change to increase the value 
of the property. 

Presently, the building, 
at 60th Street and 16th Av- 
enue, is zoned for manufac- 
turing — which would not 
allow construction of hous- 
ing. LaSpina wants the city 
to change the zoning to res- 
idential, which would allow

him — or a buyer — to 
build the apartment com- 
plex and a synagogue. A 
residential zone already ex- 
ists across the street from 
the alley. 

The change could 
make the property more 
palatable to the number 
of nearby congregations 
who could then expand 
atop the land. 

There are more than 
a dozen congregations 
within a mile radius of 
the bowling alley, some 
of which operate out of 
private homes. 

The city has not yet ap- 
proved the application, and 
it would take lengthy pub- 
lic review process before 
the zoning change could 
be made. 

The news of the possi- 
ble shuttering hit patrons 
as hard as a bolwing ball 
to the foot. 

“I think it’s terrible, I’d 
be lost,” said Adam Ar- 
chone, who lives on 72nd 
Street in Dyker Heights and 
bowls in the Veterans Af- 
fairs League. “I come here 
four times a week.” 

The 48-lane center is 
home to amateur leagues 
for all ages, an annual 
scholarship tournament, 
and scores of casual bowl- 
ers looking for a night of 


glow-in-the-dark bowling 
— a special that lights up 
the lanes on Fridays and 
Saturdays. Maple Lanes 
also attracts Brooklyn’s 
Big Lebowskis with deals 
like dollar games on Sun- 
days, party packages, and 
$2 plates of French fries. 
For the kids, Maple Lanes 
offered bowling lessons 
and free games all sum- 
mer, according to its web- 
site, bowlmaple.com. 

Brooklyn still has a fair 
amount of bowling alleys, 
but none come close to the 
size of Maple Lanes. 

For instance, Shell 
Lanes on Bouck Court 
in Gravesend has 16 less 
lanes, while the 34-lane Gil 
Hodges Lanes on Strick- 
land Avenue in Mill Ba- 
sin turned about half its 
lanes in 2003 to a gym. 
And three years ago, the 
borough’s bowling scene 
suffered a big blow when 
Mark Lanes on 88th Street 
in Bay Ridge was demol- 
ished and replaced with a 
parking lot. 

Nearby congregations 
could not be reached for 
comment on Friday night, 
but a rep from the Shoneh 
Halochos congregation on 
56th street said his group 
wasn’t interested in ex- 
panding.

Gotbaum Warns 
Consumers About 
Classified Ads 
Toll numbers may be 
a direct line to trouble. 
Classified ads are intended 
to help people by facilitat- 
ing communication and 
advertising available ser- 
vices; however, some of 
the hotlines & service num- 
bers in classifieds actually 
hurt the people who rely on 
them by cheating them of 
their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
